BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 26.— (U. P.)—The planes Detroit 


and New York of the United States army Pan-American good 
"will flight collided in midair near here today, killing Capt. 
Clinton F. Woolsey and Lieut. John W. Benton of the Detroit, 
and injuring Lieut. E. C. Whitehead of the New York. 


Maj. 
H. A. Dargue, commander of the flight, escaped 


uninjured, and Lieutenant Whitehead escaped death, both 
by leaping- from their careening plane with parachutes. 


The four planes arrived safely 


and 
alighted 
in 
the 
harbor of 


Buenos Aires. 
After being- offi- 


cially welcomed the planes arose 
again and flew to Palomar, a flving 
•field ten miles a-nay. It was while 
circling preparatory to landing here 
that the crash occurred, 1.000 feet 
-above the field.

Iho fact that the United States is 
wholly dependent on foreign coun- 
tries for ltd supply of crude rub- 
ber, and declared he is decennined 
that this nation slialj not be is- 
olated from the rubber belt and 
face the possible crisis of being en- 


tirely cut off from rubber supply 
in case of war. 


Points To Importance. 


In making known his .plans* for 


an American rubber industry, the 
famous 
inventor, whose 
guiding 


genius has contributed immeasur- 
ably to the advancement of civil^ 
ization in recent decades, pointed' 
out that 'in,. the present age and 
in the future transportation will be 
Irately dependent on rubber.

INVENTION WILL 
ENABLE U.S. TO 
PRODUCE RUBBER 


(Continued From Page One.) 


than the actual value of the pro- 
duct. 


So Edison is striving to overcome 


the labor problem by his master in- 
vention in the form of a machine 
which will crush the rubber plant, 
press the sap and separate tho 
liquid rubber from the rosin. 


Working Night And Day. 


He is working night and day and 


. the experiment is going on, on the 


same where he perfected the elec- 
tric light globe and -the 
talking 


machine many years ago. 


The electrical wizard is solving 


the many problems of his rubber 
pressing device, he asserted, and 
when it finally is perfected he be- 
lieves it will be the greatest of all 
his inventions. 


Greatlly interested in rubber pro- 


duction and confident that he has 
found the most productive plant 
adapted to the soil and climate of 
the south, Edison is spending- his 
entire time and efforts on the .rub- 
ber problem. With three acres of 
land directly across from his estate 
here planted In Madagascar rubber 
vines, different from 
the rubber 


tree in size and growth, the in- 
ventor stated today that he is 
pleased with the progress made by 
the plants since last season. They 
ars now some three feet high and 
trail in the form of a grapevine. 


While final tests have not yet 


been made, Edison estimates the 
vines will yield 6 per cent pure 
rubber, far more than the' average 
tree, which, he pointed out, con- 
tains too much rosin to make the 
rubber worth separating. 


Will Enter New Field. 


With the use of the machine 


which is in the making 
Edison 


figures vines producing -1 per cent 
rubber will cover the cost of pro- 
duction and with such a handsome 
profit to be derived from 
proper 


cultivation of the Plants he believes 
many cotton growers of the south 
will abandon the cotton market and 
enter a new <field—the American 
'rubber industry. 


Working in close 
co-operation 


with Edison in the venture, Henry 
Fod, the automobile monarch, has 
obtained a large quantity of rub- 
ber seed from Madagascar and 
ground is being prepared here for 
planting. 


"I realize one of the greatest 


needs in the United States today is 
American-grown rubber 
of 
com- 


mercial value," Edison said. 
"It 


can be had, and I am going to pro- 
duce it if I have to work twenty- 
four^ hours a day until it is done. 


"The people of the nation give 
little thought to rubber production, 
but we know we cannot move with- 
out rubber. 


"In the present generation we de- 


pend almost entirely on rubber for 
transportation, since the automobile 
and motor truck must have tires 
upon which to run. 


"Rubber 
can 
be 
successfully 


grown right hera in the southern 
part of the United States. 


Cost Too Great. 


"We have known that it could be 


grown, but we were stumped on 
how to extract it from the plant. 
Due largely to the 
high cost of 


labor in the United States, the cost 
of extracting: the rubber from the 
plMt would be almost prohibitive. 
But if I can succeed in my efforts 
a machine will be developed which 
will eliminate in a larg-e measure 
the labor cost, and thus reduce the 
expense of producing- rubber from 
the plant in this country." 


Despite the fact that the inventor 


only two weegs ago celebrated his 
eightieth birthday, 
he Is actively 


engaged in his latest task. 
He 


spends the greater part of each 
day in his laboratory and works 
long into the night many times. In 
the words of Mrs. Edison: 


"Mr. 
Edison 
never rests. His 


mind is made up and his heart is 
set on the successful production of 
rubber in America, He realizes the 
position this country would be 
placed In, in case of war, and he 
is determined that that hazard shall 
be eliminated." 


Ford Had "Wrong Seed." 


Edison is forced to crack a smile 


when making reference to Henry 
Ford's rubber plant experiments at 
LaBelle, Fla., which created na- 
tionwide comment several 
years 


ago. 


"Henry had the right idea, but 


the wrong- seed," the inventor de- 
clared, with a smile. "We are a 
sort of a partnership in this rub- 
ber business, ho chuckled, "and I 
don't think Henry will allow his 
end of the deal to fall through. We 
have made only one agreement, that 
being that I drive the first Ford 
out 
of 
Henrys 
factory, 
fully 


equipped with rubber grown right 
here. in Fort Myers. 


Edison 
scratched

was an illegal body because the 
constitution then in effect forbade 
the creation of any new executive 
state office by the lawmaking body. 


Again in 1913, the Supreme court 


pronounced 
unconstitutional'" and 


void a statute Passed by^the legis- 
lature in 1911 creating- a stallion 
registration board, for the same 
reason.- In so doing- it refer!°r" to 
the ruling- in the marks and brands 
commission case. 


Similar to Game Board. 


Here, then, are two different in- 


stances in which boards and com- 
missions called into being by legis- 
lative enactment were adjudged to 
be unconstitutional additions to the 
list of executive state officers. The 
fish and game commission con- 
templated by the Izaak Walton 
league's bill is essentially the same 
kind of body as the two whose ex- 
istence was 
terminated 
by the 


high bench. 


The only difference, so far as 


the powers of the legislature are 
concerned, is that the old constitu- 
tion of the 1S75 completely pro- 
hibited the creation of new execu- 
tive offices while the 1920 Instru- 
ment allows this to be done but 
specifies that two-thirds of "each 
branch of the legislature must con- 
cur in the action to make it effec- 
tive. 


It was provided by the marks 


and brands act of 1S99 that the

secretary of state, as a commission 
to register live stock brands.

Statewide in Scope. 


One of the important points cov-

Supreme court 


opinions mentioned, which led it to 
conclude that the positions created 
were executive state offices, and 
therefore illegal, was that tho laws 
were statewide in scope and the 
powers and duties of the persons, 
filling them extended to all parts 
of Mie state. 


While the members of the Wal- 


ton league's 
proposed 
game and 


fish commission would be named by 
districts, they would jointly <vxer-. 
cise statewide function as does tins 
Supreme court itself, whose, mem- 
bers with the 
exception of chief 


justice are elected by district. The 
state normal board and the board

bodies organized on the same basis.

L Lincoln Visitor Tells of Navajos, True "Wild 
Men"

The last o£ the real American In 


dlans are the Xavajos. 


Living in their portion of th 


Painted Desert, in a reservation 
largo as the state of Kansas,, cling 
ing to their ancient tribal customs 
opposing the coming of the whit 
man to their home, the blanke 
weavers desire no life but that o 
centuries ago. 


.Mrs. Alice Gray Williams, whos 


home is no\y in Oneida, Kas., spen 
a number of years on their reserva, 
tion, working among them, and sh 
has found how ardently they clinj 
to the primitive Mrs. Williams : 
a cousin of Dr. Syl\ia Ashworth 
and spent a couple of days in Lin 
coin last week. 


Mrs. Williams was commissionet 


by the U. S. Indian service as a 
domestic arts teacher in the firs 
school to be opened by the gov 
ernment on the Kavajo reservation 
Because the school was opposed bj 
the Indians, who only agreed to 
send their children if they liked it, 
Mrs. Williams had to use the ut- 
most tact and diplomacy in he 
dealings with the pupils and the 
two hundred boarders in the school 


The Xavajos, unlike the other In- 


dians, are self-governing, and for 
that reason they recent any gov- 
ernment interference in their man- 
ner of living. 
They have a clan 


system, w i t h 
descent 
on 
the 


mother's Bide, and 
piobably the 


first women given "their rights' 
were the Navajo women, according 
to Mrs. Williams. 
Each clan ha:- 


its headsman, who meets in council 
with the others. 


Reservation Big as Kansas. 


In 184b, the Xavajos made their 


first treaty with the government 
but three years later the tribe again 
became hostile- Trouble continued 
until 1863, when 8,500 were deported 
to the Bosque Redondo in eastern 
New M e x i c o . The 
deportation 


proved a failure for a number of 
reasons, and in June, 1868, a new 
treaty was made, under which the 
captives, about 
7,300 in number 


then, "were returned to a reserva- 
tion set aside in their own country. 
The reservation was increased in 
size in 1884. 


At the time of the last treaty, 


Mrs. Williams says, the Navajos 
tvere given sheep and cattle, with 
the understanding that the govern- 
ment would do no more for them 
They have remained aeaceable, she 
found, and are probably the richest 
Indians In the country as agricul- 
turists, but they do not want whiten 
on their reser-i ation, and none can 
go there without a commission. 


Mrs. Williams was sent to the 


school at Tuba City, Ariz., to in- 
struct mainly in t h e preparation 
and eating of the white man's foods 
The Indians subsisted largely on i 
diet of musston, and it was her 
work to interest them in various 
meats, 
b r e a d 
m a k i n g , and 


vegetables. 
She also went into the 


homes, giving lessons on baby feed- 
ing and in household care. 


Their homes are of the simplest, 


and It was her duty, a delicate task 
where one might be called a "witch" 
and forcibly removed from the re- 
servation If any ill effects came to 
any member of the family from her 
ministrations to bring sanitation to 
them. The hogans are circular los 
houses covered w.th earth, with a 
short

entranceway 
and 


smoke-hole at the top, and utterly 
lacking in any kind of windows.

was not serious, and would respond 
to treatment 
easily. Mary feared 


what would happen If any of the 
tribe saw her being cared for on 
the sands, but 
finally 
submitted 


when Mrs Williams agreed to take 
the same medicine 'Mary did. Mary 
recovered within a £ew dajs, but It 
«as four ueeks before her husband 
Hf>uld allow her to be returned to 
the hogan.

dren in school, because their race 
inheritance had not uiught them to 
spend long hours In & single posi- 
tion.

After his recovery was assured, 


Mrs. 'Williams, through Mary, sent 
the Indians back to their homes, 
and soothed them with such food 
as she could spare from the school. 
She also enabled the parent-? of the 
little boy who had had the gun and 
the child to leave the resci \ation in 
safety 
Although she was not in 


charge of the reservation at that 
time, the agent had gone away for 
a time, and its security depended 
upon her 


Mrs. 
Williams, who has 
axiburn 


hair, was given the name Soniskee. 
It means "mother with hair like 
corn silk " 


From Tuba City, Mrs. Williams 


went to Iowa reservation at White 


Cloud. Kas., where she remained for 
five years. She was In charge of that 
reservation, and taught in the Great 
Xemaha day school. These Indians 
had adopted civilized customs, and 
did not appear so typical as the 
western tribe.

Nebraska and Kansas 


Agriculture College 
Argue McNary Bill. 


The McNary-Haugren farm relief 


bill tvhlch was vetoed by President 
Coolldgo Friday was debated, by 
teams 
representing the 
Kansas 


stdte agriculture college and Ne- 
braska university Saturday after- 
noon In the law building on the Ne- 
braska campus. The debate was a 
no decision affair. 


The question tyas:- "Resolved 
that the essentials of the McNary- 
Haugren bill should be enacted into 
federal law." Following the con- 
cluding remarks by the last speaker 
on the affirmative the floor was 
open ,for • general discussion 
by 
members of the audience. 


Nebraska upheld the affirmative 
side of the question and was repr«- 
aenbed by David Fellman, I/loyd L. 


SPeer and Evert M. Hunt. 
Tho 
Kansas debaters argued from the 
negative view and were 
Jay O. 
Rodcers, Clarence J. Goering and 
Frank S. Morrison. 
, 
It was the contention of the Ne- 
braska men that the farmers of 
the country needed some form of 
relief and that this re!ie£ was em- 
bodied In 'the McNary-Haugen bill. 
According to the Nebraska debaters 
the people that are directly affect- 
ed by the bill want it to become 
a law, and with nearly one-third of 
the people of the country engaged 
in farming, It was the opinion of 
the affirmative that the 
bill. If 


enacted into law, would, receive the 
fullest cooperation possible. 
Marketing and distribution is 


what needs legislation, one Nebras- 
ka speaker declared, and this bill 
will take care of uiis. Nebraska 
maintained that the bill was not a 
subsidy, that it was an economical 
measure and that It would not en- 
courage an overproduction of the 
farm products thac would be bene- 
fited by the enactment of .the bill 
Into federal law. 
The representatives of the Kan-' 


sas agrlculturecollege claimed that 
there was no need for farm legis- 
lation and that farm failures were 


due, to the Individual farmers and 
not to any general condition that 
existed over the country. The Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill according to the 
Kansas trio would not .solve lliid 
problem as it does not meet the 
needs existing today. 
It was the contention of the nega- 


tive that the bill would result in 
price fixing which would tend to 
bring about overproduction utl- 
mately resulting In falling prices, 
which would work as a boomerstng 
to the American farmer. The Kan- 
sas debaters also said that the 
American consumers must be taken 
Into consideration and that if the 
bill was enacted into law the cost 
of living for about S5 per. cent of 
the people in the United States 
would be increased from between 
J100 to J300 for each family.

"We reached here early Thursday 


morning after a very hot and un- 
pleasant ride along the coast of In- 
dia frcm Bombay to this port. Not 
a ripple anywhere

This island is simply adorable, 
very hot during- tho midday.

We passed numerous planta- 
tions of tea, rubber, cocoanuts ba- 
nanas, coffee, etc. Went to the bo- 
tanical gardens, which are a riot of 
color. Saw clove, pepper, nutmeg-, 
allspice and other spice trees. I 
picked the berries and leaves and 
crushed them in my hand and the 
odor was very fragrant and delight- 
ful. Saw the sacred elephants, some 
were taking: their bath which was 
quite a sight 


On the way up we stopped at the- 


ranch of the 
native governor of 


Ceylon. We saw his flower gardons 
and private zoo. He was most 
courteous and I took a photo of him 
on horseback. 


They use the bullocks here same 
as in India, but they use a great 
many water buffalos for all manner 
of heavy drawing. The bullocks are 
used more for private caits. which 
are two-wheeled a:id many times 
very fancy.

Brooks B. Harding', once of Ne- 
braska, now of Hollywood, hasn't 
fO,und that generalization, true. No 
one pointed out *he untried path to 
him, 
but he looked about, and saw 


the opportunity for success in a 
new and unique enterprise. 
That thought came about two 
years ago. Within tho last eigh- 
teen months 
It has produced a 
lusty and thriving business that 
has revolutionized one of Holly- 
wood's most vital necessities, cast- 
Ing: for motion pictures 


Son of Pioneer. 


Mr. Harding:, who Is the son of 


Colonel M. W. Harding, a Richard- 
son county pioneer Is president and 
general manager of Screen Library 
service. Inc., which sponsors the 
"cast by film" idea. It is this plan 
of choosing film players for their 
roles from actual films of their 
work, rather than by stills or by 
personal appearance, t h a t Mr. 
Harding introduced into the film 
capital and which has brought 
greater certainty and verity into 
casting for film ro,les. 


Loss than three years ago Mr 
Harding arrived in Hollywood fqf 
a three "weeks vacation Becoming 
interested In 
the possibilities of 


motion pictures, and after having 
worked on the writing staff o£ 
Harold Lloyd in "Hot Water" and 
"The Freshman," he saw his op- 
portunity tq establish an entirely 
new service for the screen. S 
Harding decided that/it would save 
the motion picture industry hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars each 
year and that it would provide op- 
'portunities for the artists which 
they needed and that it would be 
of tremendous profit to them in get- 
ting more work in the pictures. 


The First Methods. 
"The first system of casting mo- 


tion pictures was for an artist to 
appear before the casting director 
"or producer and to be hTred upon 
his merits as his employer saw 
them from looking at him and from 
talking to him," Mr. Harding says. 


"A little later a system of cast- 
ing by still pictures was inaugur- 
ated. Still pictures were taken op 
the sets of every pi eduction for 
publicity purposes, and copies were 
bought by the artist and taken 
around to the directors, producers, 
and casting directors as a means of 
proving to them the superior photo- 
graphic qualities o£ the artist seek- 
ing employment. 
"Under this sjstem qf choosing 


by still pictures and retouched 
photographs, the artists often ap- 
peared differently on the screen 
than the 
unsuspecting employer 


realized. 
^ 


The "cast by film" sen-ice is tak- 


ing the place of 'the two earlier 
methods. 
Screen 
Library service, 


as Mr. Harding explains it for lay- 
men's ears, uses still pictures and 
photographs only as indicators of 
the general type of part and the 
Senegal characters of the artist. The 
final casting is done through 
a 


concentrated presentation 
on the 


silver screen of the artist's best 
work accumulated from his var- 
ious pictures and other available 
film. 


Specialized in Dramatics. 


Nebraska has really contributed 


this latest profitable Idea to Holly- 
wood. Brooks Harding is a gradu- 
al* of the Humboldt high hchool, 
and a former student at the univer- 
sity. Ho entered the xmiversitv in 
1315, and specialized in 
dramatics 


with Miss Alice Howell. During his 
university course, he ^as a member 
ot the dramatic club, the 
Union 


Literary society, Phi Alpha Tau, na.- 
tional public speaking 
Iraternlty, 


and of Phi Sigma Kappa. 


3n April, 1917, he enlisted in the 


army and beecame an instructor in 
IxeaVy artillery at the forts from the 
Atlantic to tho Pacific coast, and 
received a second lieutenant.'! com- 
mission. After th* war, ho returned 
to"Lincoln to complete his univer- 
sity course, only to become imeresr- 
od In rh« .•irplane industry. With 
Krrold Bahl, and A. "D. Zook, both

purchased thotirst commercial nlr- 
t>lane in Nebraska from the firm 
then known as the Hebb 'Motor 
works.

Harding-Zook--BahI, Inc., manufac- 
turers of Lark monoplanes. This 
business was not successful ftnan- 


and the organization was 


eventually forced out of business, 
after a long hard struggle to main- 
tain it.

"It was in those days that I re- 
ceived much of the tiainlng.^vhich 
has been very helpful to me in 
pioneering this more successful idea 
in Hollywood,' Mr, Harding says. 


Because of his opportunity to 


view production in 
the xstudios 


from the inside, Mr. Harding saw 
that the choice of the right p!a>er 
for the part in the minimum of 
time was a vital problem. Time is 
money in the film industry, pos- 
sibly more than in any other In- 


dustry. The still was an uncertain 
index of the player's personality, 
and casting from stills a haphaz- 
ard measure 
At the same time, 


few casting directors have time to 
review whole turns to secure the 
right plajer for a ctrtain rol<\ 
Casting by film followed 


A catalog is mailed to every 


casting 
duector, 
producer, 
and 


other official interested in choosing 
plajers for productions once each 
month It is an Interesting volume 
and is a carefully prepared direc- 
tory to the library. This catalog • 
is used as a referehce book from' 


which film is ordered. 


Upon request for any film' it is 


immediately delivered to the stu- 
dio, 
Mi. Harding explains. Forty- 


eight hours later it Is picked up 
an$ brought back to the vaults of 
the Screen libraiy service building. 


However, even further service is 


1. provided for directors. If the em- 


ployer wishes to come to the screen 
library, he may see the film there 
The building has Its own miniature 
theater, where the interested di- 
rector may view as many of these 
films as he caies to see. This serv- 
ice enables him to choose his 
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players without further effort on 
his part.

The Studio Department. 


In addition to this general ser- 


vice, a studio department Is1 main- 
tained whose function it is to ac- 
cumulate the film of these artists 
from the studio's. The studios co- 
operate \\ith the screen library sci- 
vice in he'ping build this 
central 


clearing house and despository for 
all casting film, Mr. Harding has 
found. 


Screen, Librarv service Is very 


much like a public library, he says. 
Out of the public library you draw 
books.

To the Screen 
Library service casting directors 
and producers look for Information 
on those who seek roles In some 
productions and who may or may 
not be suited to the part.

cumulated from the studios and so 
cuts and edits it that the artist 
may have the best 
presentation; 


It seeks to put the best 
foot forward for each actor or ac- 
tress, so that the viewer may have 
an -idea of the best work of which 
he or she is capable. 


A Special Container.

Special delivery trucks are used for 
the delivery of its film, and inrtha 
handling of 300,000 feet of film in 
and out of Its vaults, not one foot 
of film has gone astray or been lost 
at the present time. Every studio 
js now using Screen Library ser- 
vice in its casting. 
/ To state it briefly, the artist sub- 
scribing to Screen Libraxy service 
has the advantage of a publicity 
medium, the filnV catalog, which 
joes directly to those who choose 
him and give him his work. In ad- 
dition to being placed before the

The Winding of Coils. 


When winding a coil the less sup- 


port It has, the better it will work. 
A self-suporting- coil is much bet- 
ter than one ha\-in£f a composition 
to support It, such as a tube three 
inches wide and from four to six 
inches long. While the tube is a 
non-conductor, It nevertheless ab- 
sorbs some of the radio energy. For 
wire to support itself means that it 
must be heavy enough to sustain 
its own weight, and most of the 
wire used in sets is not of this kind. 
The heavier wire means that it will 
require more space, and the tend- 
ency is to cram everything into as 
small a space as possible, and this 
means small wire wound over some 
kind of a tube to support it. If the 
wire will remain in place on a tube, 
nothing should be put on the "wires 
to make them stick 
It is b"tter to 


dispense Vrith varnish, shellac, etc. 
It is bad enough that the -\vire has 
insulation. ThH insulation forms 
a capacitv effect 
between turns 


which is detrimental. 


Aerial Lore. 


Do not attach the wires of an aer- 
ial to any power supply, telephone, 
telegraph or fire alarm poles. In- 
nocent-appearing poles may 
often 


carry high tension lines.

In the series connection, the 15 turn 
coil is connected in the lead-in near 
the radio set and interfering: sta- 
tions tuned out by moving the -var- 
iable condenser of the wave trap. 
The other connection for the wave 
trap is to place it near the first

THE PRESIDENTIAL VETO. 


In the face of a blatant, and what might natural- 


ly but wrong-fully be interpreted as a form'dable de- 
mand for "farm relief" legislation, President Coolidg-e 
has vetoed the McNary-Haugen bill, following its 
passage by both branches of congress. 


It was a wise and courageous act of the president. 
Not sfnce he took the oath of office in the flick- 


ering' light of his father's house has Mr. Cool'.dire been 
forced to make a decision which he knew would of- 
fend or displease any considerable element of his 
party. He recognized that if he was to be guided by 
sound economics, and the fundamental rules of com- 
monsense which' spring out of human experience, he 
would deliberately invite the yapping of the wolves, in 
the guise of ••political" friends of the farmer. 
The 


events which have taken place since announcement 
was made Friday of the president's veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen hill were to be expected. 


From various sections of the Central West, poli- 


ticians are interpreting Mr. Coolidge's action as a 
grave political blunder. He has sacrificed his chances 
ift the farming regions, they say, and made it impos- 
sible for 
him 
to win, 
should 
he 
be " selected 


as the standard bearer of his party in the campaign 
in 192S. It is greatly to his credit that he did not 
yield to the temptation to play "politics." Whatever 
may be the political consequences of his act, and. we 
believe they are being greatly distorted and over- 
drawn at this time, the president has shown that 


. he has confidence in his convictions and faith in the 


fairness and soundness of the American people. Ho 
refused to be intimidated or stampeded in the great- 
est test to which he has been put since he assumed 
office. 


By his veto, Mr. Coolidge has strengthened the be- 


lief that he is a man of unflinching courage. 


* * * 


In the message which accompanied his veto, the 


president brushes aside the political aspects of the 
issue. Not by so much as a word does he make ref- 
erence to them. 


Mr. CooMdg-e contents himself with a very vigorous 


presentation of the economic fallacies which the bill 
contains. He does not deal in generalities. He makes 


000 bushels have been exported, and 605.000,000 bush- 
els have been consumed at home. From the supply 
required for domestic needs, the farmer actually con- 
sumes 245,000,000 bushels, including 85,000,000 bus>h- 
els for seed,, and 165,000,000 bushels for bread. 
Ap- 


plied to this average crop of the last four years at 
prevailing pi ices, the "farm relief" bill would have 
coat the American farmer $18,500,000. 


An Increased wheat crop here at home would have 


increased this loss to the agricultural sections corre- 
spondingly. The hope of high prices has always been 
a stimulus to larger production. Just as Mr. Coolidge 
points out in his veto message, high prices for "cot- 
ton produced a 17,000,000 acreage 
increase in five 


years. It is evident that the belief that prices would 
b« raised and stabilized would lead to an enormous in- 
crease in the wheat acreage, with a resulting increase 
in the exportable surplus which must be sold on the 
world market at a larger loss, the latter to be taken 
out of the pocketbook of the man who raibed the 
grain. In the case of corn, one of the basic com- 
modities included in the "farm relief" bill, the condi- 
tion would be intensified Inasmuch as SO. per cent of 
the corn never leaves' the 
country where it was 


raised.

The American farmer wants to be left alone. 
He is not now asking and he has not asked any 


beneficent government to wave a magic wand in 'the 


to set aside natural economic laws and to 


the impossible task of enabling him to lift 


himself up by the boot-straps. 


He will take care of iiimself without the assistance 


of a multitude of "snoopj" governmental inspectors— 
to spy upon him, to order him to sell his gram and 
his livestock at a given time, and under rigid regu- 
lations and conditions—while they further prey upon 
his pocketbuolc for their sustenance. 


By vetoing the "farm relief" bill, Calvin Coolidge 


has saved the American farmer from those, who, 
while parading as his "friend," would have reduced 
him to the position of a serf to the most futile the 
most extravagant and expensive, and the most' bu- 
reaucratic government which was ever proposed. 


Thanks to the veto, there is a kinder fate in store 


for these millions of men and -women, who, through 
cold and through heat, thrsugh drought and through 
flood, have been performing the humble but glorious 
task of the sower. 
They are still masters ot their 


own destiny. They are free to plant the crops which 
experience and intelligence dictate they shall sow 
They may apply themselves as the habits of industry 
direct. They are not to be 'held accountable for the 
inevitable failures which maik the path of every 
human endeavor. Even in these dark years, those 
who have employed the knowledge gained by scienti- 
fic experiment, and have farmed not six months but 
twelve months out of every year barring the unfore- 
seen and unavoidable tragedy of unfavorable climatic 
conditions, which even fi-m m^ct ««^ „*.

1W1 elen lne most ardent advocate of 


the McNary-Haugen bill has not claimed it will 
have attained a large measure of happiness and „ 
been privileged to participate in the "blessings , 
modern conveniences and comforts. The farmer wi

take care- of himself as he has in the 


specific reference to its weaknesses, 
setting them 


forth in most convincing fashion. His message is a 
very strong defense of his position. 


There were many things which Mr. Coolidge could 


not say, however. 


He could not for example, lefer to the action of 


the managers of the Farm elevators in Nebraska, a 
state as typically agricultural in its industrial life as 
any In the union which puts it on record as opposed 
to the principle of the McNary-Haugen bill. He could 
make no reference to that very powerful portion of the 
press of the corn belt, including 
newspapers and 


many farm journals, which have consistently from 
the start unalterably opposed this dangerous pro- 
posal for governmental tinkering in the greatest busi- 
ness in America. 
Ho could not re-echo the senti- 


ments of thousands of men and women in the Cen- 
tral West, daily engaged in the tasks connected with 
the tilling of the 
soil, who have no desire for 


"governmental aid" and who want to be left alone to 
work out their own problems. 
With due considera- 


tion for the courtesies of the case, he could not strip 
the mask of hypocrisy from those who have been 
masquerading behind this "farm relief" issue £or their 
own personal political advancement and gain. 


Because he decided to rest his case purely upon 


the economics of the proposition, Mr. Coolidgo has 
delivered the ablest message of his White House 
occupancy. Its economic reasoning and logic is un- 
assailable. Some of his reasoning may later con- 
front him when the issues of the tariff and the trans- 
portation problem are before him but in Its applica- 
tion to <'farm relief" it leaves the advocates of the 
McXary-Haugen bill without a speck of solid ground 
to stand upon.

Mr. Coolidge's veto of the McXary-Haugen bill 


should and undoubtedly will encourage a large pro- 
portion of the real farmers of America. 


It is another decisive backset for the spirit of pa- 


ternalism, which is threatening to crush the most vi- 
tal force in American life, through the creation of a 
gigantic bureaucratic government in Washington. The 
fight today is to preserve that precious spirit of in- 
dividualism which has enabled America to take her 
place as the richest and the most powerful nation in 
the world.

a pawn- of government, at whose command he must 
sell tliatjTvhich ho raises and take that which a bu- 
reaucracy^'at Washington decrees 'he shall receive. 
It •would" make him a dummy in the hands of bung- 
ling: and incompetent agents directed by a Washing- 
ton bureaucrat. 


STOP WASTAGE OF FOREST PRODUCTS. 


Dr. Raymond J. Pool, chairman of the department 


01 botany of the University of Nebraska, has recent- 
ly issued a phamlet with reference to American for- 
ests. It is a subject upon which Dr. Pool may quall- 
iy issued a pamphlet with reference to American for- 
tions and field trips. 


His plea is summarized in these sentences: 
"Let us stop the waste of forest products! 
"Let us stamp out forest fires! 
"Let us use our remaining forests wisely! 
"Let us plant forests! 
"Let us know our trees and our forests: 
"Let us give our trees a chance!" 
That is not merely*1 the voice, of a lover of trees, 


speaking. Dr. Pool backs up, his plea for a public 
concern and interest in forestry by facts which have 
a direct relation to the future welfare and prosperity 
of the American people. Timber is one of our sources 
of natural wealth. 
Originally the forests of America 


covered S22 million acres, he says, and contained the 
enormous volume of 5,200 million board feet of lum- 
ber. Some five hundred different kinds of trees have 
been described from these forests. Now two-thirds of 
the original forest area has been lumbered, culled or 
burned. 
Three-fifths of the original timber supply- 


is gone and most of it has gone in the last seventy- 
five years. There are toda.y in the United States a.p- 
proximately 135 million acres of virgin growth forests 
ready for the lumber jack, and about 113 million 
acres which are only poorly stocked with more" or 
less inferior trees. 
"" At the present time we are cuttpg, foresters say, 
fifty-six billion board feet of 
lumber each year. . 


About forty billion comes from virgin forest and the 
remainder from second-growth forest. The pulpwood, 
acidwood and luelwood demands consume fifty-five 
billion board feet each year.. Only about six billion 
cubic feet of wood are growing- in our forests ^cach 
year but we are removing twenty-six billion cubic 
feet. 
Recent estimates, Dr. Pool declares, show the 


soft-lumber timber supply is being cut 8.5 times too 
fast. '

A Word To Our Neighbors

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McNary-Haugen Bill Would Have 
Cost Farmers Millions Annually 


AN AMERICAN ARCHITECTURE. 


The new Stuart building in Lincoln, on which con- 


struction will bo begun this spring, is an excellent 
example of the new American architecture. 
It will 


have the general pyramidal effect that is gaining such 
favor in American architectural circles. 


The Xew York 20ning law, which laid down rules 


for the height of buildings, is probably responsible 
for the spread of this architecture. Being unable to 
go straight up an unlimited number of stones, the 
builders complied with the law by narrowing their 
buildings as they wont up, by building in tiers not 
unlike' the old Pueblo Indians community houses. The 
effect is striking and novel and it has a power and 
beauty seldom achieved by the ornate and heavy 
architectxire of formej days. 


The late Bertram Goodhue, who designed the Xe- 


braska capitol, was one of the leaders in this move- 
ment. The influence of this mode is shown on the 
oapitol, which is decidedly pyramidal. A public li- 
brary building Goodhue designed for Los Angeles, 
now completed, shows even more this plan. 


The whole tendency of late has been to allow the 


upward lines of tall buildings full play; to empha- 
size them, in fact. There has been loss cornice, or 
none at all, and the result "has been greater majesty 
through an impression of greater height. The new 
terraced style seems to be the final step in this evolu- 
tion. 


From this style an American architecture should 


come. It will be a distinctive style, showing none of 
the vestiges of Gothic or renaissance 
which have 


made our buildings such strange mongrels. It will 
give full play to-the structure of the simple lofty 
buildings and it should make American business dis- 
tricts distinctive and beautiful.

It was embod- 
ied in the legislation known as the 
McXary-Haugen bill. In brief the
